tests. Sometimes one bus to wait a long 
time to got a car that is not crowded to 
its utmost capacity. This is especially 
triio about uix o'clock in tho evenings 
when cveryljody wants to get homo at 
once. 
On tho main-travolled streets car 


follows car in rapid succession, ono right 
after another, but tho peoplo cannot be 
accommodated. Tho fact of the matter is 
that the surface lino of street cars is inade- 
quate and before many years underground 
railways must bo built. Elevated tracks 
are not desirable. Therefore, the only 
other rncourso is to tunnel the streets. 
To u certain extent, franchises locking to 
this en_l have already been granted. 


Fortunately, the Reading Railway Com- 


pany has an underground 
outlet at its 


command. 
What IB known us tho Reading 


Subway eniiblcB that company to handle 
its immense suburban traffic with case 
and expedition. 
During the busiest limes 


of tho day Gurmantown and Chestnut Hill 
trains are run by way of the subway and 
make aplrndld time. 
For instance at 


5.40 two trains leave tho Terminal for 
Chestnut Hill. 
Ono goes out by way of 


Spring Garden street, the other glides in- 
to tho subway, out to tho park, crosses 
the Selmylkill near Strawberry Mansion 
and a second time crosses tho same rfvor 
out near Munayunk and a few minutes 
later taken the surface track again at 
Wayne Junction. The first Btop Is Ger- 
mantown, sixteen minutes after leaving 
the Terminal, the distance being about 
soveii miles. No streets are crossed at 
grade until after passing Wayne Junction, 
and thus danger is averted and no time is 
lost slowing up. Bui the Reading in this 
respect, senoB only one section of the 
city. The other sections demand equally 
expeditious service and must have it in 
course of time.

TELEPHONE COMPETITION. 


For jears Philadelphia's nave been con- 


tributing, however unwillingly, to swell 
tho dividends of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany by reason of the fact that that com- 
pany has had complete monopoly of tho 
telephone business of this city. 
While the 


service 
IIIIB been fairly satisfactory the 


'phone rentals have been high. Of course 
high rates ivero maintained because there 
was no competition. For some months 
past a rival has boon nt work tearing up 
tho streets and laying underground con- 
duits for carrying telephone wires. This 
rivji) is tho Keystone Telephone Company, 
composed mainly of local capitalists. 
The 


Keystone Company has been roundly abus- 
ed for teari ng up tho streets and not prop- 
erly replacing the 
paving. 
But this 


rn'itter will oe adjusted in course of timo 
and the citizens will thank the Keystone 
Company for venturing its millions to in- 
stall a new telephone service. Already, and 
before the 
company 
is ready to be- 


gin its service, the Bell Company is volun- 
tarily offering to reduce its charges. The 
people profit thereby. But would rates 
have been reduced! if a rival had not en- 
tered the field? Not a cent! As has been 
stated, the Keystone Company is placing 
its wires underground, being required to 
do so under the franchises it was granted 
for using tbe streets. And this may at no 
far distant day be tho cause for the Bell 
Telephone Company's 
undoing in this 


city. 
Councils may decide—for you know 


Councils sometimes exert their power, 
even if under pressure,—may decide that 
the Bell Telephone Company must remove 
its overhead wires and place them beneath 
the Burface of the streets. 
That will 


mean nn immense expense to the Tele 
phone Company that up to this time has 
had things its own way in this city, so far 
as telephone matters have been concerned, 
but expense will bo no consideration when 
the time comes for Councils to act.

COUNCIL OOUH1TTKE ACCOMPLISHED NOTHING—

TRAFFIC. 
A committee of the Bristol Borough 


Council went to Jersey City on Monday to 
.confer with the general superintendent of 
the New York Division of the Pennsylvan- 
ia Railroad, In the endeavor to Ret some 
concession from the company in return 
for the privileges naked of the borough. 
The committee came baok without ac- 
complishing its purpose. The numbers 
were informed that the ordinance present- 
ed to council was the railroad company's 
ultimatum and there would be no devia- 
tion whatever^from its provisions. 


There have been many rumors, much 


wild speculation and some fantastic stories 
put afloat concerning the Pennsylvania's 
attitude itnd plans in the Bristol case. 
Whatever the railroad company intended 
to do in reference to elevating its tracks 
through Bristol it is evident a change has 
been made in the programme. 
Consider- 


able property was purchased in the Fourth 
ward and a site for the passenger station 
was selected on Spruce street. In order 
to give access to the proposed new station 
the division superintendent approved 
a 


draft of an ordinance which provided for 
the extension of Walnut street, ttnd the 
building of a bridge across the canal. The 
company even went so far as to take the 
entire membership of council to Dover, 
New Jersey, to inspect an approved model 
lifting bridge, suggesting that such a 
bridge would be one that the company 
would like to build here. All the details 
of the building of the new street, macada- 
mizing, curbing and pnving, as specified 
in the ordinance, were approved. 


At the eleventh hour the company rush- 


ed into the council meeting on December 
2A, with a substitute ordinance and de- 
clared that ft was the only one that would 
be agreed to. In the new ordinance the 
plans for building an extension of Walnut 
street, a bridge over the canal, and per- 
mission to trolleys to cross the present 
tracks are nil abandoned. 
It was stated 


in the council meeting that the members 
could pass the company's ordinance or not 
as the company was surveying a nowline 
over a mile beyond the borough limits 
and if the oidinance was not passed in ac- 
cordance with the company's wishes the 
new tracks wauld not enter the borough at 
all. 


THE RAILROAD'S NEW PLANS. 


It is true that a new route is being sur- 


veyed in a straight line from Croydon to 
Edselj", and in all probability that will 
be the location of the new tracks. 
The 


Gazette has received information regard- 
ing the proposed plans which is deemed 
authentic and which 13 about as follows! 
After the purchase of considerable proper- 
ty in Bristol and agreeing to make certain 
improvements here the railroad company 
cfiirc to a sudden realization that it mid 
made a mistake in the proposed plane. 


It is now understood that the railroad 


company does not care whether their ordi- 
nance is passed or not, as the new tracks 
will not enter the borough, but will be 
built along'the line now being surveyed. 
The present tracks will be maintained and 


i Brlatc* be accorded the same service that'is 
' nov receiving. There will be no change 
of tt-e location of the station. The only 
chance that will be made will be that 
through lines that do not stop at Bristol 
wih be run over the ne* tracks beyond the 
borough limits. 


The situation here will 
be identical 


with that as exists at Lancaster. In fact 
the proposed cut-off here is characterized 
as a "Lancaster cut-off." In that city the 
through trains do not enter Lancaster but 
pass outside the city limits. 


The fact that the railroad Joompany 


withdrew consent for trolleys to cross the 
present tracks and abandoned the project 
to open the new streets and build a bridge 
tends to confirm the above.

"What was her name? Her name was 


Margaret Hauggcry; she hnd been mar- 
ried and at that time was a widow. Hor 
husband and little child died just after 
she came to New Orleans; so sve learned 
after she became famous. She was alone 
and poor in a strange country nnd went 
to work in the stables for n living. Some- 
how everybody liked Margaret; her smile 
was awtct and her words shrewd. Tho 
children called her Maigaret, ind she 
knew their names nnd answered their 
salutations along the street as sic diove 
t>y in the milk cart. 


"After some years Margaret had saved 


enough to buy n bit of ground that had 
on it a small bakery. The place was sold 
for a trifle, but now Maigaret was in 
royal trim—n landowner and n manufac- 
turer; for she opened the shop and began 
bread nnd pic making for the neighbors. 
Presently there was a laige bakery built; 
soon bread carts weie running over the 
tity bearing the words 'Margaret's Bak- 
ery.' It became (he fashion to buy at 
Margaret's place. During war, pestilence 
and disaster Margaret's fires were never 
out, and the delicious rolls kept up their 
weight nnd quality, no matter what else 
In life failed. 
Then she began running | 


her free bread carts during the fever pan- 
ic. No one went hungry who was within 
Round of her cart wheels. 
From that 


time on no one need go hungry in New 
Orleans—those too poor to buy were given 
a loaf fresh nnd white as the best, and it 
was given heartily, with a 'God biing 
thee bettor times!' There was no distinc- 
tion in Margaret's favors. 
She gave to 


white and black, of any church or none. 
'Arc you hungry?' that is all that was 
necessary. 'Here is bread; take it with 
God's blessing." There have been in this 
city dread days, which seemed as If God 
and everybody had failed us but Mnr- 
paret; days when she almost literally fed 
the city. 
During the yellow fever panic 


Margaret began her noble work of taking 
the children from the homesjjf death and 
putting them into a house under good 
care, supporting them herself in every 
particular. 
Soon the one asylum grew 


Into many; the downs of her little charges 
•were numbeied by hiiudiods—nnd at the 
time of her death thousands. At the gate 
of every orphan asjlum in the city Mar- 
garet's bread cart, with its smoking rolls, 
was seen daily; nt every charitable insti- 
tution whatsoever she took the privilege 
of giving her bread freely, and Margaret's 
name headed the list for every charity. 


"Our grand Charity hospital, one of the 


most famous In the world, was largely 
tho gift of Margaret. 
You must visit 


that hospital. It "ill make you better ail 
your life for having seen it. 
Right 


through the trees there, at the right, do 
yon see not magnificent building with its 
four gal cries rnuning around tlie first 
four stories of the house? 
Its gate tells 


in golden letters that this is a children's 
home, given by Margaret, where to the 
end of time orphans will be cared for and 
educated by her bequests. 
Many of our 


cemeteries contain in form of handsome 
tombs Margaret's simple but munificent 
thought fulness.

buried above ground in crypts or ovens 
of masonry, and when you visit our ceme-

chair and overlooking the bakcshop, suf- 
ficed for her. She had no time to enjoy 
real luxuries. As long as there was a 
weeping child or a friendless woman 
In the city what time had she to fold 
her arms in a rocking chair? While there 
were unbaried, coflinlcss forms could she 
adorn her home of the living? And BO it 
happened that to the end of life Mar- 
garet spent neither time, care nor money 
on herself. She forget there was such a 
mortal as Margaret.

around that Margaret was dead the great 
city .arose and put on mourning; the busi- 
ness houses were closed; all the employ- 
ments of the city stood still.

Tnrie Votarlen of Silence Are Cheer- 


ful nnd Contented. 


One scarcely would look for cheerful- 


cess among those totaiics of eternal si 
lL'n<e, the Trappist monks. 
Everybody 


has h-';u»l of their gieut inonasti'iy in 
Kentucky, where, isolated from the world, 
the Trnppists yet minister by their labors 
to its welfuie, nnd of the silent and aus- 
tere life they lead. 
Tliere are several 


momistciies of this order in the world, 
aud in all of them the mouks me said to 
be an extraordinarily cheerful aud con- 
tented lot. 


Jleibert Vivian, who writes of them in 


his "Romance of Religions." says: "It is 
trm that they get up at 2 in the moining; 
that they limit their meals to a small al- 
low mce of vegetables, washed down tfith 
spring water; that their days are devoted 
to manual labor, relieved only by frequent 
Intervals of prayer; that they sleep on 
bedsteads of planks nnd straw; that their 
thoughts are constantly centered upon 
their latter end, and that there is no re- 
lief for their hardships, even when at the 
point of death, when, as a last, most 
signal object lesson, they arc removed 
from their straw and laid upon a hoap of 
ash "s. Yet they arc, nevertheless, as con- 
tented and cheerful a lot of people," he 
says, "as can be found among the aiost 
zealous pleasure seekers." 


He declaies that while prisoners who 


have been condemned to silence nnd se- 
elusion generally have gone mad, the 
Troppist monks find that their vows of 
silence confer a fresh zest upon their 
chants in church and upon all thoir devo- 
tional exercises, and it is certainly a fact 
that they enjoy extraordinary health and 
spii its aud generally attain to a good old 
age. 


t,"pon the death of one of the monks, his 


body, borne on n rude wooden bier, with 
bis brown cloak as his only winding 
sheet, is placed in the center of the 
church.

Old Mnllbox. 


Among the treasures held by the Anti- 


qnnrian society in Portsmouth, N. H., 
there is an old box the history of which 
Is jriven on a label which it bears. 


The box is of tin, painted green, and 


shows signs of much usage, which is not 
sui prising whoa one considers that it car- 
ried the United States mail between Ports- 
mouth and Boston during the Revolution. 
It is about U inches long, 4% inches wide 
anil a little more than that in height. 


It was carried on horseback by Captain 


John Noble, otherwise known as Deacon 
Noble, who was post rider until 1783. 


This box contained all the mail and made 


every week one round trip, occupying 
thiee days in the journey—from Ports- 
mouth to Boston the first of the week and 
thiee days at tlie end of the week from 
Boston to Portsmouth. The distance be- 
twi'cn the two places is a little more than 
fitly miles.
